HELENA, Ark.— (/PI— The Resettle- 


ment Administration officially launch- 
ed its 3,500-acre Lakeview rural home- 
stead project 15 miles south of here 
thi.q week when a crew of 15 laborers 
started preliminary construction work. 


Some 3,460 acres of fertile land will 


be divided into 1 forty-acre farm- 
steads to be occupied by worthy negro 
farm families who have made succcsn- 
ful records ni,RA rehabilitation cli- 


Lnbor payrolls will mount slendily 


as the work gets under way. Charles 
M. Mcascl, regional RA Inbor adviser, 
estimates that a peak employment of 
about 425 will be reached by March 
or April of next year. Labor will be 
recruited mainly from relief rolls and 
will receive security wages. 


The farmsteads wil Ibc joined by 


gravel roads which lead to a com- 
munity center facing Old Town Lake 
where the commissary, administration 
building, ein, combination school and 
community building, repair shop, qri.it 
mill and infirmary will belocated. 


Low income negro families, careful- 


ly selected for their industry, honesty 
and willingness to cooperate, will be 
placed on each unit on a trial basis un- 
der supervision and those who make 
good will be given an opportunity to 
purchase the farm. These families will 
be chosen from the more successful 
and promising rehabilitation clients 
throughout the slate. County farm and 
home demonstration agents will assist 
resettlement supervisors in determin- 
ing recommendations.

They will

An adequate barn, feeding pens, 


poultry house, orchard, vineyard, pas- 
ture and vegetable garden will he pro- 
vided with water by an 80-foot well 
and electric lights will be supplied if 
negotiations wilh existing powvr com- 
panies arc successful. 


A diversified "live at home" pro- 


gram in which f<wxl for the family and 
feed for the livestock is given more 
importance than the cash crop, will be 
followed by the clients. 


Farm management experts who have 


aided in laying out plans for the pro- 
ject estimate that the average unit 
will be (Mixed as follows: 8 acres in 
cotton; 4 acres Wye; 10 acres cowpeas; 
2 acres oats; 2 acres peanuts; 1 acre 
sagrain, Vi acre Irish potatoes, ','j acre 
f weet potatoes; 1 ',<; acres garden and 
.'orglium cane; HH'i acres homesilc. 
ruarts, |»i.slui'e and woodlot. 


A total c'X.xpenditure of approxi- 


mately $600,000 is contemplated which 
includes $115,000 for acquisition of the 
land. 


Upon completion »f the project, ar- 


rangements will be marie, under a re- 
cent act of congress, for Ihc resettle- 
ment administration to \my Ihe equiva- 
lent of stale and local taxes on the im- 
proved property.

But Self-Sufficiency Pro- 


gram Doesn't Let' Her 


Forget Colonies 


HERLIN— f/Vi— As Germany pushes 


her double-barreled drive- for self- 
sufficiency hundreds of thousands of 
posters on walls and billboards, in 
shopwinclows and offices urge citizens 
to think about colonies. 


Editorial columns of newspapers, too. 


are laying greater stress on colonies. 
Arlirlfs describe the sad state of af- 
fairs in Liberia, not yet anyone's col- 
ony. These do not go so far as to sug- 
gest that Liberia ought to become a 
German colony, but 
their lone is 


reminiscent of earlier Italian descrip- 
tions of the low state of civilization in 
Ethiopia. 


N« Contradiction 


Even cigarette nv-mufaelurers are 


distributing colonial propaganda. In 
each package of certain brands of cig- 
arettes the smoker finds one or more 
small colored pictures of plants, people, 
costumes or scenery in Germany's for- 
mer colonies. 


At first aland: this drive on col- 


onies simultaneously wilh a drive for 
indc|x.'iidcnce from imported raw ma- 
terials appears contradictory. If the 
tour-year plan to K'-t Germany's raw 
materials out of Germany's soil. as. for 
instance, through conversion of coal 
into gasoline and wood fiber into wool, 
is successful, then will (here be any 
need for colonies 


The answer is found in Hitler's oft- 


cjuutefl book "My Struggle." Colonies 
may be a source of raw materials in 
peace-time, he points out. but Ger- 
many's World war experience teaches 
how disastrous it is to depend on raw 
materials from overseas in a 
war 


Seek Ni'w Industries 


But in Unit' of peace colonies can 


provide tho.'e additional markets and 
additional raw materials which might 
mean the difference between mere 
existence and prosperity.

3 Producers Already Com- 


pleted in Southern Ne- 


vada County 


EL DORADO, Ark.— Completion of 


two more producers is expected in a 
short time following completition of a 
successful drill stem test on one well 
and gornl showings obtained in cores 
taken from the sand in another well. 


A drill stem test was taken Thurs- 


day on the Finchcr No. 1 test in the 
northwest corner of the southwest 
quarter of section 10-14-20, and a show- 
ing of gas estimated at 50,000,00 cubic 
feet daily production capacity was ob- 
tained. A total of 10 feet of oil satur- 
ated sand was cored before the drill 
stem lest. was made. Operators are 
expected to set casing for final test in 
a few days. The lop of the Nacatosh 
sand was encounteicd at 1,218 feet. 


The test is being drilled by Bcnedum 


and Trees, operators who have com- 
pleted three other producers in the 
area. 


L. M. Glasco of Tyler, Texas, also 


has cored the Nncatosh sand in his 
Ritchie No. 1 test, nlso in section 
10-14-20. Glasco topped the oil Kind at 
1,232 feet and cored 14 feet of well 
saturated oil sand. No drill stem lest 
has been made, but it i.s expected that 
casing will he set in a short time for 
final completion of the lest. 


Glasco has permits for three other 


wells on the same lease, but it i.s not 
expected to begin operations on his 
oilier tests until the No. 1 well is com- 
pleted. 


There are at present three producers 


in tin- Nevada county field. The discov- 
ery well i.s the G rover No. 1 lost of 
Benedum &. Trees in section 10-14-20. 
which is producing about 500 barrels i 
of low gravity oil daily on the beam 
from the Tokyo sand at a level of 
about 2,200 feet. 


The other producers are Ihc Groves 


No. 2 well, completed early this week 
for a giant gas well gauged at 41,000.000 
cubic feel daily production in the Nac- 
atosh sand at 1,226 feet. Gas from the 
well is used to operate rigs on other 
tests. The well i.s located in section 
10-14-20. The other producer i.s the 
Groves No. 3 lest of Bcnedum & Trees. 
also in section 10-14-20, which is being 
placed on the pump. Production of the 
well from a depth of 1,200 feet is ex- 
pected to be from 800 to J.OOO barrels 
a day.

LD-AGE retirement benefit payments begin on January 1, 1942. You 
will be entitled to benefits when you are 65 years old or more if 


you stop working, provided you have received wages for employment 
on one day or more in each of fi%fc calendar years after 1936 and have 
earned a total of $2000 or more between January 1, 1937, and your 65th 
birthday in almost any kind of business. 


If you work in a factory, shop, mine, mill, store, office, or in almost 


any other kind of business or industry, you will be given an application 
blank to fill out for an account number. 


However, if for any reason you fail to get one, then apply to your 


local postmaster, who will give you one. This application should be filled 
out in ink and returned to your local postmaster on or before December 
5, 1936. 


There arc five ways in which it may be returned to your local 


postmaster, and in no case is it necessary to pay postage. It may be 
handed to your employer, to the representative of any labor organiza- 
tion of which you are a member, to your letter carrier, to your local 
postoffice in person, or it may be mailed in a sealed envelope addressed 
simply—"Postmaster, local."

Root Rot Control 


TEMPLE, Texas—W—Dr. C. H.Rog- 


ers, plant pathologist at the Blacklands 
experiment station here, has develop- 
ed a new method of root rot control for 
small plots of shallow-rooted onvi- 
montal plants. 


He digs the soil from around the 


plant to a depth of three feet mid four 
Toot in area and replaces it with soil 
known to be free of root rot. He mixes 
this with one part copper sulphate to 
~)0 parts earth. 


Dr. Rogers says chemicals will not 


penetrate deeply enough to kill all root 
rot, infection when applied at the sur- 
face or even at plow depth. Thorough 
nixluru of chemical with the soil kills 
he disease.

For Calcium Deficiency 


MANHATTAN, Kan— (IP)—Deficien- 


ces of calcium and phosphorus in ra- 
tions due to the drouth may seriously 
affect the health of midwestern dairy 
cows, Professor W. H. Riddle of Kan- 
sas State college says.

losophy of life are emphasized in the 
intimacy of his personal letters; such 
HP the letters to Timothy and Titus. 


In the larger Epistles are emphasized 


the deep and profound matters of 
PauVs religious faith, but in the por- 
fohal letters the.«e things are interpret- 
ed in terms of attitude and action in 
daily Hfc. 


One need only consider the whole 


Christian movement since the days 
of the Master's life on earth to rea'l- 
i?« that professed faith and daily liv- 
ing have not always been the same 
thing.

Men have professed great and noble 


convictions, but oftentimes these great 
convictions have not beautified or 
ennobled their words and deeds, or 
their relations toward their' fellow 
men.

It was the plory of Paul's life that 


his practices matched his profession. 
In these personal letters, we find em- 
phasized, in an intimate way and with 
Concrete detail, the great teachings 
thai for him were implied in Chris- 
tianity. 


In the letters from which our les- 


son is taken, wo find the mature flow- 
ering of Paul's thought and life. He 
was now an old man, nearing the close 
of a busy and active life of great 
achievement and of profound satis-' 
faction! 


Paul described himself as a soldier 


of Jesus Christ. He had fought the 
good fighl-of :faith, and in old age he 
was reaping the rewards of fidelity, 
consecration, and courage. 


He had staked his life upon the 


things that stood the test of time. The 
material gain that men sought he had 
despised as beneath the concern of a 
Christian man, and now, as he drew 
near the end in death, he found this 
attitude vindicated in the realization 
that, as iie brought nothing into the 
world, he could carry nothing out. 


The love of money lie saw as the 


root of all evil, whereas godliness with 
contentment was a great gain, and 
contentment, if a man's heart was right, 
could be established with very little. 


"Having food and covering," said 


Paul, "let us be therewith contented.''
